| not the case. 

My purpose in meeting with the 
County Commissioners was sim- 
ply to inform them of upcoming 
opportunities for multi-use recre- 
ational trails. It may be possible, in 
the next few years, to connect sev- 
| eral trail projects together. This 
could form a continuous trail from 
Provo, through Wasatch and Sum- 
mit Counties, with loops into Salt 
Lake City and Park City. In the fu- 
ture perhaps extending into Ogden. 

The Division of Parks and 
Recreation, and many others feel 
that the development of this con- 
tinuous trail system would have a 
positive impact locally and 
statewide recreationally as well as 
economically. 

My intention in attending the 
Commission Meeting was to be 
informative, an advocate for a pub- 
lic recreational trail coordinator 
through Provo Canyon to Deer 
Creek, and to ask the Commission 
to provide their input to the plan- 


ning processes associated with the 
various trail projects.
